as they will probably be executed by a firing 
squad after they have given us all the informa- 
tion we need." 


Hassan spoke with contempt of what he 


described as a bungled "Libyan-style coup." 


Libyan strongman Muammar Kadafi, who 


took power in a bloodless military coup nearly 
two years ago while King Idris was out of 
the country, had threatened Saturday to send 
troops to support the rebels.

Embassy. Officials said the ambassador and 
his staff were under house arrest awaiting 
expulsion. 


Speaking to newsmen in the crowded dining 


room of his closely guarded private villa in 
suburban Soiiissi, Hassan suggested the coup 
leaders might have had links with Egypt. 


"We know there was a foreign hand in 


it," he said, "because our Cairo embassy was 
inundated with demands for passports from 
600 Moroccans living there in exile who had 
been summoned by the rebels."

New Orleans (UPI) — The 


memorial service for Louis 
"Satchmo" Armstrong in his 
hometown, the cradle of jazz, 
started 
with the 
traditional 


jazzmen's march through the 
French Quarter Sunday, but 
surging, noisy crowds turned it 
into a carnival. 


The 
Onward Brass Band,

marches at Canal and Basin 
Sts., and snaked toward city 
hall, playing the kind of jazz 
the dead Satchmo began. It was 
up-tempo blarings birthed in the 
cribs and castles of Storyville, 
the fabled red light district at 
the turn of the century. 


Armstrong died in his sleep 


in his home in New York last 
Tuesday at the age of 71. He 
was buried in New York. 


The brass bands, with their 


spangled and plummed umbrel- 
las and writhing throng of sec- 
ond-line dancers, were out to say 
good-bye to Louis with that 
curious combination of sorrow 
and ecstacy with which black 
musicians of a dying era buried 
their own. 


But what happened then was 


not for the dead Armstrong, but 
for

spectators who tried to watch, 
and participate.

Wheat is moving from the 


fields to the grain bins and 
elevators throughout Nebraska. 
Just ahead of the combines is a 
crew of kernel counters who are 
gathering information used in 
making crop estimates by the 
U . S . 
D e p a r t m e n t o f 


Agriculture. 


This year the counters 
are 


gathering wheat for quality tests 
as well as quantity tests. 


It is part of an effort by the 


Wheat Division of the State 
Department of Agriculture and 
the University of Nebraska to 
determine just what factors are 
involved 
in 
producing 
top 


quality wheat. 


State Responsible 


The quality of 
Nebraska's 


wheat, 
in 
particular, 
was 


directly responsible for increas- 
ed exports of the bread grain to 
Great Britain in the past year. 


European 
millers 
want the 


state's high quality wheat to 
blend with their soft wheat to 
improve their bread and pastry 
products. 


The first step in the procedure 


is to receive permission from 
the farmer to sample his field 
and to get a history of the field's 
cropping 
p r a c t i c e s and 


fertility.

IN PERSPECTIVE

Last week, the news columns of The Star told about the 


changing times for Elmei Barnhill, a man whose family has 
been in the ice delivery business in Lincoln 45 years. At 
the same time, The Wall Street Journal contained a brief 
item on the fact that Georgia has repealed a state license 
tax on rolling stores. 


It did so because there are no longer such stores, meaning 


vendors who peddle their wares on wheels from one place 
to another. It is just one more small reminder of the way 
that things have changed in our society. 


Elmer Barnhill is a good ice-man, and very likely always 


has, been He doesn't just deliver the ice; he puts it where 
his customer wants it He stocks up the various coolers and 
storage bins and puts a good supply in reserve, always with 
a smile and a good word about the day 


He talked about the years he has been in business and 


some of the changes that have taken place His business survived 
the advent of the refrigerator and we doubt that many people 
would have thought it would do so when the ice-boxes began 
going out in the 1920's and early 1930's 


Most ice-men, as they were called, did go out of business 


and it was a big loss to the youngsters The coming of the 
ice-man on his daily lounds was a big event in the lives 
of kids 


Today, the ice-cream man comes along in a modern traveling 


cooler from which you can buy something good for 10 or 
15 cents But m Elmer Barnhill's heyday, the kids followed 
the ice liuck 
When the big blocks of ice were chipped into 


25 or 50-pound pieces, some chunks of ice were always left 
over 


The lucky kids snatched up the chunks of ice that averaged 


out the size of an orange or so. Sometimes the ice was 
found near the back of the truck and sometimes it had fallen 
out into the street. Either way, it didn't make any difference. 
A little melting and the ice in the street was as clean as the ice 
in the truck. 


* 
Characteristically, the ice-man would run the kids off but 


it was just one of those routines that had no real meaning 
He didn't really care if the kids got the useless chunks of 
ice and there really wasn't much he could do about it, anyway 
You could run the kids off but they were right back at the 
next stop 


The ice really cooled you off in the middle of a hot 


summer afternoon and it was free 
It had to be because 


most kids didn't have any money to buy anything An ice-cream 
man peddling his wares in those days would have gone broke 
in no time flat 


Barnhill recalled the depression days when, even though 


many people could not afford a refrigerator, they still didn't 
buy ice He explained that this was because they were so 
hard up they bought food one meal at a time and had no 
need for i efngeration 


People saved on ice m the wintertime, too. They would 


often put a box in a window, relying on nature in the winter 
to keep the contents of the box cold. It worked, too, even 
though you ended up on bitter cold mornings with a few 
frozen items. 


* 
They weren't really the good old days that people like 


to call them They may be old from today's point of view 
but they were not very good. The truth is that life is a 
lot more pleasant today and nobody would really like to turn 
the calendar back for the pre-World-War-II standard of living. 


It is more accuiate to say that those times wore different 


than they are today People then were molded and their character 
and habits formed by the circumstances of the time and the 
same thing is happening right now 


We are a product of the age or time in which we live, 


which means there will always be some kind of generation 
gap. A few decades from now, a crop of young people will 
be around who will be finding a lot of things wrong with 
the world that today's young people will have fashioned. 


The modern shopping center of today may be the thing 


that tomorrow's adults look back upon with nostalgia. Whatever 
is the physical structuie ot the country at the turn of the 
next century, you can be sure it will be a far cry from what 
it is today.

Always Room For One More 


Just A Poor Development 


The League of Women Voters of Nebraska 


has stated its opposition to the planned reduc- 
tion of payments to mothers of dependent 
children, commonly known as ADC Legally, 
the aid is for 
the children, a fact often 


overlooked by the general public 


People have a tendency to look at the 


aid as a benefit to the mother and wonder 
why she just doesn't go out and work And 
they often fail to realize that when ADC 
is cut, the effects are felt at least as much 
by the children involved as the mothers 


The league also seems a little confused 


as to why the aid ftinds are inadequate so 
early m the year, so soon after they were 
appropriated 
The Legislature appropriated 


what it thought was enough money, not only 
to finance the existing welfare program, but 
the expanded benefits approved this year m 
keeping with federal demands 


What apparently happened is that the ad- 


ministrative agency or offices involved did 
not 
accurately 
figuie 
then 
need 
T n e 


Legislature appropriated what was asked for 


but what was asked for now turns out to 
be inadequate 


Whether this was done deliberately or 


not, 
we have no idea, although we suspect 


that if it were deliberate, it was at least 
thoughtless 
The cuts to be made in ADC 


payments are considered by the state ad- 
ministration 'as an adjustment of benefit 
eligibility In our book, they are plain old 
pro-rating of benefits 


Why the cutting ax falls on ADC alone, 


we don't know, either And why, it will fall 
only in the case of ADC recipients with outside 
income, we don't know Presumably, those 
with outside income can best absorb a cut 
in welfare payments 


It is strange reasoning, however, that 


leads to the punishment of those who are 
making an effort to help themselves If you 
want full welfare, you have to forget about 
trying to improve your own financial position 
The whole situation is one that leaves us 
cold and one which should leave Nebraska 
with a bad taste in its mouth

PARIS —"The Japanese had 


been brought up on the theory 
that they were invincible. They

Americans suffering from the 
same psychological superiority 
complex that affected Japan in 
1945? 


"We have managed to defeat 


the British in two minor cam- 
paigns whesi they were also 
fighting the French We have 
defeated the Mexicans and the 
Spaniards who were alreadv 
coming apart at the seams We 
have defeated the Germans and 
the Japanese when we had 
great allies who gave us time 
to get ready How are we going 
to do alone?" 


I wrote this in Tokoyo, May 


23, 1950, and later published it 
textually in my book, "A Long 
Row of Candles " The first part 
of the answer came rapidly — 
in 33 days —when North Korea 
invaded South Korea Although 
aided by U.N. token forces, the 
United States was largely alone 
in repelling this invasion 


Our historybooks depict that 


war as a victory because, by 
the time, the smoke, cleared, the 


North Koreans were approx- 
imately back where they had 
started from, even if undefeat- 
ed. But then, as Voltaire wrote* 
history is nothing but a pack of 
tricks we play on the dead. 
There were plenty of dead.

When Vietnam came around 


— like many of our conflicts, 
never officially declared — the 
United States was really on its 
own South Korea, Thailand, 
Australia and New Zealand 
helped, but the 
Americans, 


with the shaky South Viet- 
namese,

burden 


And this time we can't pre- 


tend to have won. We managed 
to develop a South Vietnamese 
army from what was only a 
flock and to give it a chance to 
stand on its feet But the United 
States emerges as the big loser 
and history books must admit 
this — even if they are more 
objective and complete than 
the Pentagon's own hysterical 
account.

Last week, the news colu mns of The Star told abou t the 
changing times for Elmer Barnhill, a man whose family has 
been in the ice deliv ery bu siness in Lincoln 45 y ears. At 
the same time, The Wall Street Jou rnal contained a brief 
item on the fact that Georgia has repealed a state license 
tax on rolling stores. 
It did so because there are no lo ng er such sto res, meaning 
v endo rs who peddle their wares o n wheels fro m o ne place 
to ano ther. It is just o ne mo re small reminder o f the way 
that thing s hav e chang ed in o ur so ciety . 
Elmer Barnhill is a good ice-man, and v ery likely alway s 
has. been. He doesn’t ju st deliv er the ice; he pu ts it where 
his cu stomer wants it. He stocks u p the v ariou s coolers and 
storage bins and pu ts a good su pply in reserv e, alway s with 
a smile and a good word abou t the day . 


★ 
He talked abou t the y ears he has been in bu siness and 
some of the changes that hav e taken place. His bu siness su rv iv ed 
the adv ent of the refrigerator and we dou bt that many people 
wou ld hav e thou ght it wou ld do so when the ice-box es began 
going ou t in the 1920’s and early 1930’s. 
Most ice-men, as they were called, did go ou t of bu siness 
and it was a big loss to the y ou ngsters. The coming of the 
ice-man on his daily rou nds was a big ev ent in the liv es 
of kids. 
Today , the ice-cream man comes along in a modern trav eling 
cooler from which y ou can bu y something good for 10 or 
15 cents. Bu t in Elmer Barnhill’s hey day , the kids followed 
the ice tru ck. When the big blocks of ice were chipped into 
25 or 50-pou nd pieces, some chu nks of ice were alway s left 
ov er. 
The lucky kids snatched up the chunks o f ice that av erag ed 
o ut the size o f an o rang e o r so . So metimes the ice was 
fo und near the back o f the truck and so metimes it had fallen 
o ut into the street. Either way , it didn’t make any difference. 
A little melting and the ice in the street was as clean as the ice 
in the truck. 
★ 
Characteristically , the ice-man wou ld ru n the kids off bu t 
it was ju st one of those rou tines that had no real meaning. 
He didn’t really care if the kids got the u seless chu nks of 
ice and there really wasn’t mu ch he cou ld do abou t it, any way . 
You cou ld ru n the kids off bu t they were right back at the 
nex t stop. 
The ice really cooled y ou off in the middle of a hot 
su mmer afternoon and it was free. It had to be becau se 
most kids didn’t hav e any money to bu y any thing. An ice-cream 
man peddling his wares in those day s wou ld hav e gone broke 
in no time flat. 
Barnhill recalled the depression day s when, ev en thou gh 
many people cou ld not afford a refrigerator, they still didn’t 
bu y ‘ice. He ex plained that this was becau se they were so 
hard u p they bou ght food one meal at a time and had no 
need for refrigeration. 
Peo ple sav ed o n ice in the wintertime, to o . They wo uld 
o ften put a bo x in a windo w, rely ing o n nature in the winter 
to keep the co ntents o f the bo x co ld. It wo rked, to o , ev en 
tho ug h y o u ended up o n bitter co ld mo rning s with a few 
fro zen items. 
★ 
They weren’t really the good old day s that people like 
to call them. They may be old from today ’s point of v iew 
bu t they were not v ery good. The tru th is that life is a 
lot more pleasant today and nobody wou ld really like to tu rn 
the calendar back for the pre-World-War-II standard of liv ing. 
It is more accu rate to say that those times were different 
than they are today . People then were molded and their character 
and habits formed by the circu mstances of the time and the 
same thing is happening right now. 
We are a pro duct o f the ag e o r time in which we liv e, 
which means there will alway s be so me kind o f g eneratio n 
g ap. A few decades fro m no w, a cro p o f y o ung peo ple will 
be aro und who will be finding a lo t o f thing s wro ng with 
the wo rld that to day ’s y o ung peo ple will hav e fashio ned. 
The modern shopping center of today may be the thing 
that tomorrow’s adu lts look back u pon with nostalgia. Whatev er 
is the phy sical stru ctu re of the cou ntry at the tu rn of the 
nex t centu ry , y ou can be su re it will be a far cry from what 
it is today .

It may be inordinately picky to complain 
abou t the federal gov ernment’s wasting the 
paltry su m of $18 6,000, bu t the u rge is u pon 
u s to play Scrooge and brood ov er the 
proposed ex penditu re of that amou nt for a 
bu reau cratic absu rdity that su rely shou ld hav e 
been laid to rest with McCarthy ism. 
President Nix on has signed an ex ecu tiv e 
order giv ing the Su bv ersiv e Activ ities Control 
Board the job of identify ing and placing on 
a list — which had prev iou sly been drawn 
u p by the attorney general and was last 
u pdated in 1955 — the names of organizations 
that allegedly seek v iolent ov erthrow of the 
gov ernment or v iolent interference with the 
rights of others. Attorney Gen. John Mitchell 
has sent to Congress legislation to su pplement 
the ex ecu tiv e order and rename the SACB 
the “ Federal Internal Secu rity Board." 
Each of the fiv e members of the board 
are paid, bu t do not earn, $36,000 annu ally , 
a su m that is in the general pay range 
of members of Congress, cabinet officers and 
federal ju dges. The du ties of the board are 
su ch that its chairman, John W. Mahan, told 


a Senate su bcommittee, “We do not hav e 
enou gh (work) to fill ou r time.’’ Sen. Allen 
Ellender, in qu estioning Mahan on what the 
tax pay ers get for their money , remarked: 
“I wonder if we shou ld continu e this board, 
qu ite frankly .’’ 
Worse than the waste, howev er, is what 
the board represents. Althou gh the SACB was 
stripped by Su preme Cou rt decisions of its 
au thority to make Commu nist party members 
and 
Commu nist 
grou ps 
register 
with the 
gov ernment, the SACB, or the proposed FISB, 
wou ld 
still 
designate 
grou ps 
as 
so-called 
commu nist-front organizations, su pposedly to 
let federal agencies know what to look for 
when checking the backgrou nd of propsectiv e 
employ es. 
The gov ernment has enou gh power to deal 
with people who conspire to or attempt to 
ov erthrow it withou t rely ing on the u nfair 
tool of gu ilt by association. Too many innocent 
people were smeared and ru ined by the finger 
of su spicion in the McCarthy era. Congress 
shou ld resolv e to bu ry the su bv ersiv e activ ities 
board once and for all. 
Just A Poor Development 


The Leagu e of Women Voters of Nebraska 
has stated its opposition to the planned redu c­ 
tion of pay ments to mothers of dependent 
children, commonly known as ADC. Legally , 
the aid is for 
the children, a fact often 
ov erlooked by the general pu blic. 
People hav e a tendency to look at the 
aid as a benefit to the mother and wonder 
why she ju st doesn’t go ou t and work.

Vietnam Will Go Into History As Defeat; 


Parallel Drawn On Belief In Invincibility 


PARIS —“The Japanese had 
been brou ght u p on the theory 
that they were inv incible. They 
had nev er been defeated in 
war. 
Now all 
their 
history 
books and school books mu st be 
rewritten in order to adju st 
history to 
facts. 
Are 
we 
Americans su ffering from the 
same psy chological su periority 
complex that affected Japan in 
1945? 
“ We hav e managed to defeat 
the British in two minor cam­ 
paigns when they were also 
fighting the French. We hav e 
defeated the Mex icans and the 
Spaniards who were already 
coming apart at the seams. We 
hav e defeated the Germans and 
the Japanese when we had 
great allies who gav e u s time 
to get ready . How are we going 
to do alone?” 
I wrote this in Tokoy o, May 
23, 1950, and later pu blished it 
tex tu ally in my book, “A Long 
Row of Candles.” The first part 
of the answer came rapidly — 
in 33 day s —when North Korea 
inv aded Sou th Korea. Althou gh 
aided by U.N. token forces, the 
United States was largely alone 
in repelling this inv asion. 
Our histo ry bo o ks depict that 
war as a v icto ry because, by 
the time, the smo ke, cleared, the 


No rth Ko reans were appro x ­ 
imately back where they had 
started fro m, ev en if undefeat­ 
ed. But then, as Vo ltaire wro te* 
histo ry is no thing but a pack o f 
tricks we play o n the dead. 
There were plenty o f dead. 


When Vietnam came arou nd 
— like many of ou r conflicts, 
nev er officially declared — the 
United States was really on its 
own. Sou th Korea, Thailand, 
Au stralia and New 
Zealand 
helped; 
bu t the 
Americans, 
with the shaky Sou th 
Viet­ 
namese, 
bore 
the 
r e a l 
bu rden. 
And this time we can’t pre­ 
tend to hav e won. We managed 
to dev elop a Sou th Vietnamese 
army from what was only a 
flock and to giv e it a chance lo 
stand on its feet.

national championship some 
years ago.

got to three notrump. West led 
the king of diamonds and 
continued with the ace, East 
discarding a club after much 
thought. 


West now shifted to the jack 


Of hearts. Mrs. Hayden won 
with the ace and returned a 
heart to the king, hoping for a 
3-1 division, but West showed 
out, discarding a diamond. 


Forced to abandon hearts, 


Mrs. Hayden turned her atten- 
tion to spades, the only other 
suii, that offered some hope for 
the contract. 


Scoring the finesse, Mrs. 


Hayden led a spade to the ace 
and a low spade back! This 
extraordinary play 
brought 


home the bacon. West had to 


win with the king and declarer 
made four notrump for a very 
fine score. Had she finessed, 
she would have gone down 
one. 


The key to Mrs. Hayden's 


remarkable play was East's 
studied discard of a club at 
trick two. It was evident from 
the bidding that West had the 


king of spades, and it later 
became evident that East had 
four spades. This was because 
East had shown up with a 
diamond and four hearts, and if 
his 
remaining 
cards 
had 


consisted of three spades and 
five clubs, he would have had 
an automatic club discard at 
trick two.

while friends in a youth group, 
Upward Bound, stood stunned. 
Vega came from 
Torrance, 


Calif., and Miss Alvarez from 
Compton, Calif., and the group 
was sponsored by L o y o l a 
University. 


"People having a good time 


drop their guard," said Quist, 
"but mother nature is a pretty 
severe teacher." 


Barricades and warning signs

park, but Quist said, "there's 
a limit to what you can do to 
protect people against them- 
selves."

effort to block millions of dead 
fish and other marine life, 
victims of the red tide, from

Florida

Director Randolph Hodges flew 
to 
St. 
Petersburg 
to

massiv e 
cleanup

with 
authority from Gov .

Askew to use whatev er state 
equipment needed to get the 
job done. 
Officials decided to try the 
new flexible, 1,700-foot curtain, 
which resembles a giant fish 
net. It was designed to retain 
oil in the event of future oil 
slicks on the bay, but had only 
been tested before being called 
into operation Sunday. 
Lloyd Dove, the city public 
works administrator, said the 
retaining curtain would be used 
as a floating buoy to keep more 
fish from washing ashore on 
the bayous. 
“ The problem is we’ve got 
17 miles of coastline in the bay 
to protect, but if the fish get 
inside the bayous then we’ve 
got a hundred miles of coastline 
to worry about.” 
Dov e said the fleet of sev en 


shrimp trawlers hired by the 
city 
and 
more 
than 
3 0 0 
community v olunteers already 
had scooped up 1,000 tons of 
dead fish from the bay and 
beaches. 
The red tide occurs in calm 
sea waters when there is a 
sudden 
increase 
in 
th e 
population of a o n e - c e l l e d 
animal known as bymnodinium 
breve. They give off a neuro­ 
toxin that paralyzes fish and 
other marine animals and, in 
heavy concentrations, 
makes 
the water rusty looking. 
Dove estimated the daily cost 
of the cleanup operation at 
$100,000. Dove said city workers 
were being kept on overtime 
to clean up the mess.

Fishing Not All Luck 


Fishing, like a large number of other sporting events, has a 


certain degree of luck behind it. But Al Baker seems to think that 
angling is more a question of skill even though he admits luck 
does fit into the scheme of things. 


"Of course, I'm not saying luck isn't needed," Baker says. 


"You do need luck to find the fish. But it's skill that lands 
'em, not luck. 


"And you need luck to catch one that will set a new 


state record. That's where most of the luck is needed." 


Baker should know what he's talking about since he's missed 


setting a new record for catches quite a few times in the 
30-game years he's been fishing. 


"I don know what it is, but I must carry a bigger jinx than 


that guy in Little Abner does," ti e 51-year-old Omaha native grins. 
"I keep trying, but I always seem to miss." 


The veteran angler's narrow misses are vivid in his memory 


as are the usual instances surrounding some of his close calls. 


"In '54, I had a catfish that I was sure was a new 


state record, so I threw it in back of my pickup and headed 
into town. 


"I was pretty excited about the whole thing so when I 


got into town, I stopped to call my wife, Ethel, to tell her 
all about it. I got back to my pickup just in time to see 
some kids run away with my fish and all my tackle." 


"I never did catch those kids or get my tackle back," 


he says ruefully. "But I think I miss that fish more than 
anything. He sure was a whopper." 


That would be enough to make any angler cry in his 


beer, but Baker has had other instances when he lost sizeable 
catches, such as having a cat eat part of one while waiting 
to take his turn on the scales, dropping a string wth a 
mammoth bullhead on it into the river and having a fishing 
partner accidently clean the wrong fish. 


"You can see what I mean now about luck," Baker said. 


''Luck is needed not only to catch them but to keep 'em.

"Take the time that Smitty (partner Joe Schmidt) cleaned 


the wrong trout for example 


"We were camping and fishing along Soldier's Creek a 


few years ago when I brought in a real big trout," he recalls. 


"I stopped fishing and walked back to camp to change 


clothes and take that trout into town to get him weighed 
before he lost any weight. Smitty came in while I was changing 
and I told him about my fish and said he could help himself 
to one to cook for dinner. 


"When I came back out, he had cleaned the wrong one 


and we had my record for supper!" With bad times like 
those, v> ho can complain about the one that got away?

No. 1 BRM Formula I team 
driver, but he was best known 
for his sports car driving. In 
1968, he won the 24 Hours of Le 
Mans in a Ford GT40 and last 
year his sports car triumphs in- 
cluded the 24 Hours of Daytona 
and the Six Hours at Watkins 
Glen. 


His first Grand Prix victory 


was in South Africa in 1968. In 
Formula I racing this year, he 
was second in the Dutch Grand 
Frix, fourth in the Spanish 
Grand Prix and took third in the 
world

championship 


standings.

There is precedent for this, 


Woodrow 
Wilson, 
who

reelection narrowly in 1916 on 
the slogan "he kept us out of 
war", had us in World War I by 
April 6, 1917. Again in 1940, 
FDR, in running for his third 
term, pledged not to 
send

boys 
into 
foreign 


wars. By December 7, 1941, we 
were 
nevertheless in World 


War II. 


We Americans cam respect the 


presidency without scrapping 
constitutional 
balance, if we 


modernize the setup. 


Grown Enormously 


The presidency has 
grown 


enormously as we moved to- 
ward a "mixed economy". Con- 
gress shrank from delineating 
limitations on government pow- 
er to intervene and delegated 
discretion to the executive. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower moved 


in the right direction when he 
created a White House chief of 
staff. It might be more orderly 
to switch the vice 
president 


from the irrelevant role of 
presiding over the Senate and
